workers are employed.- 


"Since woman is in. industry to 


stay, society >s agreed that the pro- 
tect-on of the home'should follow 
her into the factory. Consequently, 
factory employers, the medical pro- 
fession and social workers are in- 
terested' in her welfare. Safeguarde 
from dangerous machinery are pro- 
vided, sanitary conditions improved, 
hours shortened or lengthened, and 
certain 
employments, • as. well as 


night work, prohibited.

"This strict pressure maintained 


by the commission makes the pro- 
gressive employer study improve 
ments in equipment, housekeeping,

"The industrial commission has

Hambrecht of the indutsrial com- 
mission, appeared before the joint 
session to explain the necessity for 
the $100,000 annual increase in ap- 
propriation to rthe state industrial 
commission.

questions relating to the "Work 
of 


the industrial commission was an- 
swered by memorandum. 


At the outset, 
Chairman Ham- 


brecht, who is the first official to be 
called before the legislature under 
the interpolation law, said that the 
appropriation- asked for by the in-- 
dustrial commission two years ago 
had been reduced ?24,000 annually 
by the joint finance committee. 


"As a result all of the work has 


suffered," continued Commissioner 
Hambrecht. "It his been necessary 
to lay, over the minimum wageiwprk. 
It is my belief that the; accident 
rate could be cut with this addition-' 
al appropriation asked.for all of the 
way from 5 per cent to 10 per cent. 
Additional deputies arc needed to 
give practical advise to factories as 
to how this accident rate "can 
be re- 


duced."

In answer to questions, Mr. Ham- 


brecht said "there were about 3,000 
boilefs- in the state, only one boiler 
inspector and that at least one ad- 
ditional boiler inspector was needed. 


• Questioned regarding, th* work of 


the commission touching upon fire 
prevention, Hambrecht. maintained 
that additional employes were need- 
ed in this field. 


Hambrecht said that of the 20,000 


accidents annually, about 
94 per 


cent are settled without Contest and 
only need to be checked/over by the 
industrial commission's.'farce.
